STUDENT SOLDIERS 
BACK HOME TODAY 



The principal business dis- 
cussed at the July meeting, Mon- 
day evening, July 27, Narberth 
Post No. 356, American Legion, 
was the raising of Narberth's 
quota in the $5,000,000 endow- 
ment fund drive for the Child 
Welfare Department, American 
Legion and American Legion 
Auxiliary, Commander Burns out- 
lined the national and State or- 
ganizations. The National Com- 
mittee being headed by National' 
Commander James J. Drain, with 
President Calvin Coolidge as 
honorary chairman, and the de- 
partment chairmanship by ex- 
Governor Sproul. 

Already .$3,500,000 of the total 
$5,000,000 has been reported. 

The Narberth Post's apportion- 
ment is ST50., which amount the 
post officers feel' confident can be 
easily raised in this community. 

Nothing more need be said as 
for the worthiness of the cause 
than that there are now 35,000 or- 
phans whose fathers died in the 
defense of the United States, and 
it is for the care of these innocent 
sufferers for the common cause 
that income from this trust fund 
will be used. 

Chairman Betus, of the Fourth 
of July committee, reported that 
the" citizens of Narberth had not 
onlv paid the expenses of the cele- 
bration but there is with all bills 
paid a small surplus, the begin- 
ning of a fund for a bigger and 
better celebration of the one hun- 
dred and fiftieth anniversary of 
the nation's birth in 1!)26. Chair- 
man Betus recited in a rather 
pathetic way how hard he had 
found it to raise money, how 
after obligating the Legion to the 
extent of something over $500 
with less than $70 in the Post 
treasury, began to have visions of 
bill collectors swarming down on 
the Post Finance Officer only to 
suffer disappointment and regrets 
— but right here courage and hope 
came all at once, for in reading 
over a copy of "Our Town" he dis- 
covered that his post had a well- 
organized auxiliary. In a true 
auxiliary fashion President How- 
enstein merely inquired how much 
money was needed, took the re- 
ceiver oft" the hook and presto! 
the wherewithal for band, fire- 
works and all began pouring from 
the pockets of the citizens who 
seemed everywhere waiting for an 
opportunity to "kick in." 

Betus was discovered on the 
eve of the celebration in a hole 
simulating to Rodens' "The 
Thinker," and when a humble 
"Rear Rank Buck" asked how 
many more post holes had to be 
dug' he replied, "Five hundred." 
Not until after having his head 
swathed m cracked ice for some 
time could he comprehend the 
figures had been reached and re- 
call the energetic from the multi- 
tude.

Knighton, member of the Post, to 
fill this office. 

The Post elected Finance Of- 
ficer Mowrer as delegate to the 
department convention at Erie, 
with Adjutant Knutzen as alter- 
nate. Refreshments were served 
by the Entertainment Committee 
after adjournment.

Transacts Routine Business at Meet- 
ing Monday. 

Plans for minor repairs and 
maintenance work to the school 
plant and routine business occu- 
pied the members of the School 
Board at their meeting Monday. 

The Property Committee re- 
ported on the improvements being 
made to the school surroundings, 
in the shape of new pavements and 
curbs. The pavement and curbing 
lias already ben laid on the Sabine 
avenue side, and the work is near- 
ly complete along Montgomery 
avenue. It was necessary to cut 
back the bank ten feet in places 
to make way for the sidewalks. 

Work is also in progress on the 
paving of Sabine avenue, which, 
when completed, will give autos 
access to the school. It was for- 
merly necessary to traverse mud, 
humps and ashes to reach the en- 
trance to the buildings. 

Karl F. Oerlein, in charge of the 
playground, presented a long re- 
port showing that the work there 
is highly successful this season. 
He and Miss Evers have over 200 
children on the rolls and the at- 
tendance passes a hundred often. 
Organized games and sports are 
being pursued. 

Fifteen tons of sand will->!>e 
placed under the trees for the use 
of the smaller children, and plans 
are under way for the erection of 
benches for the parents of the 
children. The attendance of the 
older folks to watch the play- 
ground work has been increasing 
steadily, and the board plans to 
encourage this interest by looking 
to the comfort of the guests.

Bala has the distinction of being 
the only election district in the 16 
in Lower Merion and Narberth that 
has a 100 per cent, registration of 
voters for the coming primaries 
and Merion has the dubious one of 
being the district with the largest 
number of unenrolled electors. 

The returns filed at the office of 
the county commissioners in Nor- 
ristown last week by the registry 
assessors show 13,130 men and 
women eligible to vote in Lower 
Merion and 2524 in Narberth. 

In Bala, the home district of 
Commissioner Peter C. Hess, one 
of the candidates for the office of 
Township Treasurer, there are 888 
voters and every one of them is 
registered and eligible to vote in 



the fall primaries. 

In Merion, where there are 142 1 
people of voting age, there is only 
a registration of approximately 60 
per cent. Five hundred and seventy 
Merion residents failed to register 
and are disbarred from voting in 
the primaries. 

A good showing in the registra- 
tion was made by North Ardmore, 
South Ardmore and Cynwyd. In 
North Ardmore, where there are 
1380 persons of voting age, there 
are only 14 not enrolled; in South 
Ardmore, with 1564, there are but 
16 ineligible and in Cynwyd with 
1 578, there are but 25 who may not 
vote.

MOSTELLER BACKS HIM 



Reports that Bala-Cynwyd had 
forfeited its Main Line Baseball 
League game Saturday to Nar- 
berth because of non-appearance 
were scotched this week by Man- 
ager Fred Walzer, of Cynwyd, 
and denied by League President 
Harry J. Mosteller. Due to 
threatening weather, neither side 
had a complete team on the field 
in Narberth at the 3.15 P. M. 
starting time and as a result the 
contest will be played off at a later 
date, probably Labor Day, on the 
orders of Mr. Mosteller. 

"Early newspaper reports that 
the game between Bala-Cynwyd 
and Narberth was declared for- 
feited to Narberth were wrong," 
declared Manager Fred yesterday. 
"Due to threatening weather 
Cynwyd had no team on the field 
at the 3.15 o'clock starting time, 
but neither did Narberth. The 
Borough nine had only, six men 
out at 3.15 P. M. and did not get 
a ninth man on the field until 
3.33. Umpire Eccles himself did 
not arrive until five minutes after 
the time that league rules state 
the game should be started." 

After the umpire submitted his 
report, President Mosteller held a 
conference with Managers Wal- 
zer and Crowell and it was decid- 
ed to play off the game at a later 
date. It will possibly form the 
afternoon game of the Labor Day 
twin bill. 

The action of the league in 
postponing the game decreased 
Narberth's lead in the Main Line 
League to half a game over Ber- 
wyn, runner-up. Berwyn won, 
9-0, from Ashland last week and 
made its record - two victories to 
one defeat. Narberth has won 
two and lost none. 

Ardmore which also won is in a 
tie with Berwyn for second place. 

Joe Cullinan's Ardmore team 
knocked Jarmain out of the box in 
the second inning in the Main 
Line League game played at Paoli 
and, scoring eight runs, made 
Paoli take the short end of a 12- 
to-1 score.

TAX BILLS TO GO 
OUT NEXT WEEK 



Borough Collector Will Re- 
ceive County Levy This 
Year. 



L,OCAL TAX, $145,000.00 



Tax bills will be mailed to Nar- 
berth residents next week. 

Such was the announcement 
made yesterday by Raymond C. 
Jones, Borough and School Tax 
Collector. 

In addition to the levies for bor- 
ough and school purposes, Mr. 
Jones will this year collect the 3- 
mill county tax, formerly payable 
at Norristown. Bill for these 
taxes will be included with the 
local statements. 

The tax duplicate, now in the 
possession of Mr. Jones, shows that 
the amount to be collected for 
local purposes will be $145,000. Of 
this amount about $65,000 will go 
to the Borough, the remainder to 
the school district. .This is the 
normal increase over last year's 
figures. 

The tax rate is 16 mills for Bor- 
ough purposes. The school levies 
19 mills plus a $5 per capita tax 
on every male and female resident 
over twenty-one, whether they 
pay a property tax or not. Thus 
no resident, unless he has evaded 
the eagle eye of the assessor, can 
dodge the payment of tax to the 
two governments in our midst. 
The borough catches the unprop- 
ertied residents by an "occupa- 
tion" tax. 

October 1 will be the money- 
saving dead line for both divisions 
of the tax. On that date the dis- 
count ceases on borough taxes and 
a 5 per cent, penalty goes on the 
school's bill. After January 1st 
the Borough also adds a penalty. 

Prompt payment of this year's 
amounts will be insisted upon by 
Mr. Jones. "I am going out of 
office January 1," he said, "and do 
not want any tax responsibilities 
hanging over me. Payments must 
be made on time." 

The mailing of bills for county 
taxes is merely a courtesy, as it 
has always been the policy in the 
collection of these taxes by the 
county to keep the resident guess- 
ing as to the amount of his bill. 
In the past few years the Merion 
Title and Trust Company has kept 
the duplicate at its offices for a 
few weeks, but those who did not 
avail themselves of that opportu- 
nity were obliged to write to the 
county seat for the information. 

An effort will be made by Mr. 
Jones to get a bill to every resi- 
dent, but if any are not received 
by the 15th of August, taxpayers 
are advised to communicate with 
the collector. 



FEW CANDIDATES HAVE 

FILED PETITIONS YET 



Aspirants For County and Local 
Offices Taking Time in Making 
Returns. 

Few petitions of primary election 
candidates have been yet filed in the 
office of the county commissioners, 
at Norristown, County Clerk Herry 
Shainline declared. 

No candidate for county office 
has filed a petition. ..Those who 
have made their returns of peti- 
tions to have their names placed on 
the primary ballots for the election 
of September 15 are for minor 
municipal offices. 

Of the active candidates for the 
plums of township treasurer in the 
first class townships, especially 
Lower Merion and Abington, none 
has come forward with filled-out 
petitions. But it is early yet, the 
last day for filing petitions being 
August 18 at 4 P. M., standard 
time. 

There is a noticeable absence of 
Democratic petitions. The only 
candidate of this party in the field 
for county office is Ephraim S. Har- 
tenstine, of Sanatoga, for re-nom- 
ination for jury commissioner. No 
one has been mentioned for poor 
director or for prothonotary.

More than 100 students of the 
Bryn Mawr summer school for in- 
dustrial workers took part in an 
elaborate pageant staged Saturday 
evening at the college, illustrating 
Walt Whitman's poem, "Salut au 
Mund." 



With the time for the filing of 
petitions but three weeks off, a 
number of names have made their 
appearance for the various local 
jobs which will become vacant 
this year. 

No new candidates have for- 
mally tossed their hats in the Tax 
Collector ring, but Councilmanic 
ambition has bitten several, and 
the school board vacancies have 
brought forth two new names. 

Anton Emil Wohlert has circu- 
lated petitions to run on both Re- 
publican and Democratic tickets 
for Council. Mr. Wohlert, owner 
of the Garden Nurseries has long 
been a figure in local politics. He 
is a- fervent Democrat. 

Another Democrat to aspire to 
Councilmanic honors is George 
W. Cook of the firm of Cook 
Brothers, Narberth. His brother, 
Wynnefield Cook, ran as minority 
candidate for the Legislature last 
year. George Cook is also to seek 
the nomination by both parties. 

Petitions have been filled out for 
Robert Fellows Wood for Coun- 
cil. Mr. Wood, a Republican, is 
advertising manager of the Auto- 
car Company. He led the group 
of citizens which fostered the 
street paving loan. Having just 
returned from Europe, Mr. Wood 
was unable to make any comment 
as to the action, which was taken 
by his friends in both parties. 

The name of John R. Hall, of 
Sabine avenue, has been brought 
forth as a candidate of both part- 
ies. Mr. Hall, a comparative new- 
comer to Narberth, was identified 
with the street movement. At the 
July meeting of Council he acted 
.as spokesman for a group of resi- 
dents of Homewood avenue who 
protested against the blocking off 
of that street. 

Petitions are also going the 
round for A. Jules Betus, of 
Merion avenue. Mr. Betus has 
been a resident of the borough for 
a number of years anl has been 
identified with a number of activi- 
ties. He is active in the American 
Legion and engineered the July 4 
celebration this year. 

It is understood that none of the 
present Councilmen whose terms 
run out have as yet shown any in- 
clination to run again. Council- 
man Walton M. Wentz has defin- 
itely declined to accede to the re- 
quest of many residents that he 
run again. "Eight years at that 
job is enough for me," he said, 
"and I'd like to see someone else 
take a try at it." 

No candidates for Burgess have 
yet been smoked out, although 
several names are being talked of 
on the street. 

On the School Board there will 
be two vacancies. One is that of 
President C. Howard McCarter, 
who has announced his retirement. 
The other is that of Jesse S. Har- 
ris. Mr. Harris is circulating peti- 
tions for re-election. 

In addition, two new candidates 
have been brought forth. Mrs. 
Frederick T. Van Auken and Her- 
vey C. Keim are listed as aspirants 
on both tickets. The candidacy of 
Mrs. Van Auken follows an insist- 
ent demand from the women that 
another woman member be elected 
to the board. 

Mr. Keim was a member of the 
Board for a short time two years 
ago, when he acted as Treasurer. 
He was defeated at that time by 
Leroy A. King. 

No new candidates have ap- 
peared for Tax Collector. 

The petitions must be in by 
August 18 at 4 P. M. After that 
time, when the list is complete, it 
will be possible to scan the whole 
field and see how the candidates 
line up. No bitterness of a fac- 
tional sort is in sight, but there 
will probably be a division of sup- 
port along lines of geography and 
cliques. 

The primaries will be held Sep- 
tember 15.

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YOUR PETS_AND MINE 

By Dr. Raymon M. Staley, Veterinarian, 
' of Narberth, Pa. 
RABIES 
Fact, Fallacies, Action to Be Taken. 
For more than 2000 years or ever 
since Aristotle, about 300 B. C, first 
described the disease that we now 
know as rabies, or hydrophobia, 
there has been accumulating a vast 
amount of facts., misinformation 
and superstition about the "mad 

dog." 

Since rabies makes its appearance 
along the Main Line from time to 
time, it is felt that the readers of 
this column will be interested to 
have the known facts concerning 
rabies placed before them, the super- 
stitions discussed and the best plan 

of action outlined. 

Facts. 

There actually is such a disease as 
rabies. 

Rabies is an acute, contagious, in- 
fectious disease. 

Once symptoms of rabies have 
developed the disease is invariably 
fatal. 

Rabies cannot be cured. 

Rabies can be prevented. 

An animal must be affected with 
rabies before it can transmit the 
disease. 

Rabies occurs in all parts of the 
world and has frequently made its 
appearance along the Main Line. 

All warm-blooded animals are 
susceptible to rabies, including 
human beings. Dogs and cats are 
especially susceptible. 

It is questionable if the actual 
cause of rabies has ever been 
isolated, but a definite diagnosis can 
be established by examining the 
brain of the suspected animal. The 
brains of animals affected with 
rabies show very distinct bodies .and 
characteristic changes in the nerve 
centers. 

It is known that the virus or con- 
tagion of rabies exists in the saliva 
of the affected animal, even before 
clinical symptoms can be detected. 
The presence of this virus in the 
saliva makes it possible for the 
affected animal to transmit the dis- 
ease when it bites another animal 
or a human being. 

It is known that the infection of 
rabies travels along the nerves to 
the spinal column and along the 
spinal column to the brain. There- 
fore, the location of the point 
where the infection is deposited 
(the location of the bite) has 
a direct bearing on the length of 
time between exposure and the 
development of symptoms because 
symptoms do not develop until 
after the infection has reached the 
brain. 

The most pronounced symptoms 
of rabies are as follows : 

A. Decided change in disposi- 
tion. The cross, sullen or distant 
dog becomes very friendly and 
seems to be seeking protection. A 
rather mild, timid animal is very apt 
to become aggressive and vicious. 

B. The clog becomes restless and 
shows a tendency to roam. It may 
remain away from home for several 
days and return apparently dazed, 
thin and often very much the worse 
for wear as a result of having 
fought many battles and, inci- 
dentally, spread much infection 
while on his rampage. 

C. Sometimes most unusual ob- 
jects are eaten, including stones, 
balls, pieces of wood, cloth, etc. 

D. The voice is usually affected 
and the bark becomes a dismal 
"cracked" howl. 

E. If the dog is allowed to live 
sufficiently long, a general paralysis 
usually develops beginning in the 
hind legs. 

Rabies exists during the cold 
winter months, as well as during 
the hot summer months. 

There is only one rabies infection, 
but the disease may manifest itself 
in either the, "furious" form or the 
"dumb" form. 



A dog affected with furious rabies 
will bite at any object coming with- 
in its reach and will attack any mov- 
ing object that attracts it attention. 

An animal affected with dumb 
rabies will seldom, if ever, attack 
any person or object and can do 
little or no harm because its lower 
jaw is paralyzed. The saliva from 
an animal affected with dumb rabies 
is just as infectious as the saliva 
from an animal affected with furious 
rabies and salvia, or other infective 
material, from a case of dumb 
rabies is capable of producing furi- 
ous rabies in another animal. 
Fallacies. 

Excessive heat, lack of water, 
extreme excitement, improper feed- 
ing, worms, convulsions, etc., do 
not cause rabies; neither can any 
other disease, such as distemper, 
"turn into" rabies. For an animal 
to develop rabies it must actually be 
exposed to rabies infection. 

It is not necessary for a person 
bitten by a rabid dog to become 
unduly alarmed. Rabies ■ in the 
human family is almost invariably 
prevented by the prompt treatment 
of the wound and the prompt ad- 
ministration of an anti-rabic treat- 
ment. 

A person or animal cannot be 
considered as having been exposed 
to infection with rabies if the dog 
that bit them remains healthy for a 
week or ten days subsequent to the 
time the biting took place. There 
is no need for a person who has 
been bitten to to be afraid that they 
will develop rabies if the dog that 
bit them develops rabies at some 
future time. 

There is a period of the year 
known as "dog days.'' This period 
of the year is associated with the 
presence of the dog star in the 
heavens rather than with the prev- 
alence of rabies. Rabies is no 
more prevalent during "dog days" 
than at any other time of the year, 
and the bite of a dog is no more 
dangerous during doy days than it 
would be at any other time of the 
year. 

Rabies is sometimes called "hydro- 
phobia." a word meaning fear of 
water. Hydrophobia is a misnomer. 
An animal affected with rabies does 
not fear water, it actually craves 
water. However, the effort to 
swallow water almost invariably 
brings on a spasmodic contraction 
of the muscles of the throat and 
frequently causes convulsive move- 
ments of the entire body. 

A dog affected with rabies does 
not froth at the mouth nor run 
around the house barking as though 
in a frenzy and finally falling over 
on its side in a convulsion. Many 
a poor dog has been shot as a mad 
dog when it was going through 
such a performance as a result of 
worms, improper feeding, excessive 
heat or some other condition which 
caused a "reflex meningitis." 

Beware of the dog "with a bone 
in its throat." Quite frequently an 
animal affected with dumb rabies 
has every appearance of having a 
bone, or some other object, lodged 
in its throat. The dog seems un- 
easy, it cannot move its lower jaw, 
the lower jaw has the appearance of 
having dropped slightly, saliva may 
drool from the mouth and the animal 
may use its paws as though trying 
to dislodge some foreign body from 
its mouth. It may also be noted 
that the animal is making rather 
painful efforts to swallow. 

The bite of a healthy dog is not 
"poisonous." The bite of a dog that 
is not affected with rabies is no more 
dangerous than an equally severe 
wound inflicted by any other means. 
Action to Be Taken. 

Do not allow the fear of rabies 
to deprive you of the pleasure, 
companionship and protection of a 
dog. The number of dogs that 
develop rabies as compared with 
the number of pet dogs kept along 
the Main Lne is infinitesimal. 

If you wish to be absolutely safe, 
have your dog vaccinated against 
rabies. There has been perfected 
a product which when injected into 
a dog will immunize it against rabies 
for a period of at least one year. 
The treatment consists of only one 
injection. It is practically painless, 
harmless, very effective and within 
the means of every dog owner. 

If a person is bitten by a dog the 
wound should be cauterized by a 
physician and the dog should be 
examined by a qualified veterinarian. 
If necessary, the dog may be kept in 
confinement for a few days. In no 
case should a dog be destroyed im- 
mediately, unless it is showing clini- 
cal symptoms of rabies and then 
should be destroyed in such a way 
that the brain tissue is not disturbed. 
The head of the affected animal 
should be sent to the laboratory of 
the Pennsylvania Bureau of Animal 
Industry, Thirty-ninth street and 
Woodland avenue, for examination. 

If a positive diagnosis of rabies 



is established, either as a result of 
clinical symptoms observed by the 
veterinarian or as a result of the 
laboratory examinations carried out, 
the exposed persons should be given 
the anti-rabic treatment and the 
dogs that are known to have been 
exposed should be placed under 
quarantine. If desired, the exposed 
animals may be given an anti-rabic 
treatment. 



GANSER AND MATHER ARE

Twenty-six years ago H. H. 
Ganser started his public service 
career as a meter reader in Norris- 
town.

Another man who began work 
in a minor position in the public 
utility industry was also elected 
vice-president of the Counties Gas 
and Electric Company.

nity with the greatest enrollment. 
There are 3990 persons registered 
in its three districts. Bala-Cynwyd 
is the second town and Narberth is 
third. There are 2441 voters 
registered in the two districts of the 
twin communities and 2339 enrolled 
in the three election districts of 
Narberth. 

The largest single district in 
Lower Merion and Narberth is 
Cynwyd. Cynwyd, which leads 
South Ardmore by five, has 1553 
eligible voters. South Ardmore 
has 154S. 

Women outnumber the men in 
every one of the three Narberth 
districts. They are also in the ma- 
jority in five of the Lower Merion 
precincts, Bala, East Bryn Mawr, 
Cynwyd, Haverford and Merion. 

Of the 13,130 eligible to vote in 
Lower Merion, 10,823 are Republi- 
can while but 1077 are Democrats. 
In Narberth 2009 are Republicans 
and 329 are Democrats. 

There are only seven men and six 
women enrolled as Socialists in the 
entire township.
